SUGGESTIONS  FOR  GROWING 

1 .  Select  a  sunny,  wind-sheltered  situation. 

2.  Dig  out  a  trench  at  least  1  foot  wide  and  1  Vi  feet  deep. 

3.  Mix  a  sack  of  cow  manure  with  the  soil  as  you  refill  the  trench  to  half  full. 

4.  In  the  top  half  of  the  trench  mix  with  the  soil,  as  you  finish  filling  it  in,  Campbell's 
Sweet  Pea  Food  at  the  rate  of  1  lb.  to  3  feet  of  row. 

5.  Soak  the  trench  thoroughly.  After  two  or  three  days,  cultivate  the  surface.  You 
may  now  plant  at  once,  although  additional  soakings  and  surface  cultivations  are 
beneficial  before  planting. 

6.  Plant  the  seeds  about  1  V2  inches  deep  and  1  to  2  inches  apart,  allowing  an  ounce 
of  seed  for  30  feet  of  row. 

7.  Avoid  soaking  the  seeds.  DO  NOT  water  until  the  sprouts  are  up,  then  irrigate. 
A  mulch  of  German  Peat  Moss  is  useful  in  preventing  the  surface  from  drying  out. 

8.  For  a  continuance  of  large  flowers  and  long  stems,  fertilize  in  the  irrigation-trench 
every  few  weeks  in  the  spring  with  the  Sweet  Pea  Food,  Vigoro,  or  liquid  cow 
manure.
